It  is  hereby  enacted  in  the  Fortieth  Year  of  the-  Republic  of  India 

as  follows 

1,  (1)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Uttar  Pradesh  Official  Language 
(Amendment)  Act,  1989* 

(2)  It  shall  come  into  force  on  such  date  as  the  State  Government 
may,  by  notification,  appoint  in  this  behalf,  and  different  dates  may  be 
appointed  for  different  areas  of  Uttar  Pradesh  from  time  to  time* 

2.  In  the  Uttar  Pradesh  Official  Language!  Act,  1951,  after  section  2, 
the  following  section  shall  be  inserted,  namely : — 

“3,  In  the  interest  of  Urdu  speaking  people,  Urdu  language 
Use  of  Urdu  shall  be  used  as  second  official  language  for  such 

purposes  as  may  be  notified  by  the  State  Government 

from  time  to  time."
